Byron Harper WALKER and Mattie Ida BAILEY 

Byron was born Dec. 17, 1865 in Richmond, Walworth County, Wisconsin and 
died July 24, 1898 in Gillett, Arkansas at the age of 32. 

His father, William Harper Walker died in 1866 and his mother, Mary Elizabeth 
Walker, daughter of William's brother, George, married Martin Chappell in 1869 
and had 6 more children. She died in North Dakota in 1922 age 79. 

Byron and his sister, Cora, were living with their mother, Mary Elizabeth Walker 
Chappell and her family in Richmond, Walworth, Wisconsin in 1870. Their post 
office address was Delevan, WI. (Mary Walker Chappell was the daughter of 
George and Elizabeth Nelson Walker - this is a detail to remember because 
George's wife and son were responsible for Byron and Cora and played a part in 
their lives forever.) Refer to the chart on pages 20-21. 



By 1873 Cora and Byron were living in Hampton, Franklin County, Iowa with their 
grandmother, Elizabeth, Elizabeth's daughter, Fanny, & her husband, George 
Marbeaker. Byron had diphtheria that year. The census lists Cora and Byron as 
grandchildren. George was living with his son, Elbridge, in Cedar Falls, Iowa. 

On Feb 11, 1874, Mary gave up guardianship of her children, Byron and Cora, to 
her brother, Elbridge. Elbridge, Byron, Cora and Elizabeth Nelson Walker lived in 
Hampton.

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Mattie Ida Bailey 1866-1921 


Mattie Ida BAILEY was bom on May 30, 1866, near 
what would become Sheffield, Iowa daughter of Alonzo 
Moody Bailey and Esther Prescott Bailey. She was 
married three times and had two sons and two 
daughters. She died on November 10, 1921, in 
Hampton, Iowa, at the age of 55. 

In 1870, Mattie Bailey was 5 years old and lived in 
Clinton Twp., Franklin Co., Iowa. 

Mattie's mother died 1 Aug 1873 a month after her 
brother George Alonzo was born. Mattie was only 7 
years old. 

Her father married Sylvinia Jane Curtis 3 years later, 

17 July 1878 in Clinton, Mass, but they divorced after 
less than 2 years. Sylvinia Bailey died March 17, 1910 in 
buried there. 

In 1880, Martha Bailey was 14 years old and was working as a servant in the Phillip 
Connell household in Ingham Twp., east of Hampton, Franklin Co., Iowa. 

Mattie's Uncle, Joseph Nelson, her cousin Sarah Nelson Smith, Her future aunt, wife 
of Elbridge, Ina Fifer age 18, Mattie's father and 3 siblings plus her future step 
mother, and Byron's family all lived nearby. 

Mattie was 15 years old in 1881 when her father, Alonzo, married Elizabeth Knight 
in Hampton, la. 

Four years later, On December 23, 1885 Byron Harper Walker and Mattie Ida Bailey 
were married in Hampton. George's son, Elbridge Walker was his guardian and 
signed permission for Byron to marry Mattie because Byron was only 20. George's 
daughter, Mary Elizabeth, was Byron's mother. George's brother, William, was 
Byron's father. Byron and Mattie's Marriage license is at the Franklin County 
Historical Society in Hampton, IA. 

(Byron's mother lived in South Dakota in 1885.) 
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Their first child, Fannie Fern Walker was born Dec. 5, 1886 in Hampton. Byron 
was working at a feed store. I don't know for sure it was Beed's.

I found one reference to another child b. Dec. 5, 1886 in Hampton and named 
Byron Wayne Walker listing Mattie and Byron as parents. I never found anything 
more about him after that so I don't know if that is true. 


The first feed store was opened by W. 

G. Beed in 1875, in a building on Fourth 
street, but in 1877, moved into a building 
opposite the postoftice block, on Reeve 
street. This is the only exclusive flour 
and feed store in Hampton and is run in 
connection with the Franklin mills

They soon moved to Marquette, Nebraska near Mattie's sister, Emily Gooding 
Bailey Deal and her family. I would expect they traveled by rail. 

Marquette, Nebraska 

In the spring of 1880, the Burlington and Missouri River Railroad extended its 
lines of road from Aurora to Central City, providing the incentive for another town 
along its route in the county. At the time the railroad was completed there was a 
post office located on the east half of the northwest quarter of section 21, town 
12, range 6, on the section line between sections 16 and 21. This post office was 
called Avon, and operated by Mrs. Nancy Carnahan. For the first six months the 
trains just stopped and threw off the mail as they had been unable to acquire 
land for the purpose. After that a station was opened, which for a year consisted 
of a handcar house, with O.H. Wirsig as agent. He was soon after appointed 
postmaster. Early in 1882, the Lincoln Land Company secured from J. W. 

Marquis, 100 acres of land on the southwest quarter of section 16, town 12, 
range 6, and surveyed and platted the town of Marquette. The railroad shortly 
removed an old depot from Dorchester to Marquette and it remained as a 
landmark for many years. The main street of Marquette was named Marquis 
Avenue, as Mr. Marquis was the former owner. Thomas Marquette was the 
attorney for the Land Company so he was honored with the town bearing his 
name. 
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The village of Marquette was incorporated March 2, 1889, with the first board of 
trustees including Dr. T.H. Line; M.E. Farr, cashier of the Bank of Marquette; H.D. 
Hall, hardware and furniture merchant. Mr. Hall was later a county commissioner 
at the time the present courthouse was built. The first store in Marquette was a 
general store, and on main street, after its move, was operated by Fairchild & 
Deal. The drug store operated by R.K. Hughes, was later sold to J J. Luff, who 
operated it continuously until his death. He was the oldest druggist in Nebraska. 
H.D. Hall and S.P. Boyd had a general store. O.T. Greer ran a tin shop and later 
became the town's undertaker. J.Q. Hickman had a drug store on the north side 
of Main Street, there was a harness shop run by L.A. Hatfield, Larsen & Petersen 
operated a blacksmith and wagon shop. Later August Sanderson had a 
blacksmith shop. Marquette had two hotels, one operated by Mr. Bonner. T.H. 
Line was the first doctor, though later there were two physicians and one 
veterinarian. A flour mill was operated by Hickman brothers. The first grain 
elevator was operated by horse power. Later came the T.B. Hord Elevator, the 
Ferguson Grain Co., and the Farmers Cooperative Co. There was a creamery at 
one time and also a stockyards. The first garage was the Sandin Auto Co. which 
was a pioneer dealer in Fords. This later became the Ekberg Auto Co. C.O. Larson 
and Olson each operated implement stores. A.W. Hickman owned and operated a 
lumber yard, later operated by W.O. Eichelberger. 

At one time, the thriving town of Marquette had four general merchandise stores. 
They were A.B. Cowley Store, C.A. Stewart Store, the Chris Wilson Store and the 
Carl Krogh store. The Krogh Store was bought out by stockholders who operated 
as the Marquette Mercantile Company. The Cowley and Stewart stores had gone, 
and the mercantile company bought out the Wilson store. Managed by J.W. 
Hudson, now mayor or Aurora, this business continued until December 31, 1942, 
and the last general store was gone. 

Fires plagued the early towns as they were without protection. In 1906, fire 
destroyed the frame buildings on the south side of Marquis Street between 
Jimmy Nickles and C.A. Wilson stores. In 1910 the north side from White Hall to 
William Youngs was wiped out by fire. Both sides of the street replaced the frame 
with brick structures. 

Mr. and Mrs. William Alden had the first child born in Marquette. Mr. Alden was 
employed by the Fairchild & Deal Store.

I apologize for taking so long to answer this request. We have been working through a 
large backlog and it has taken us much longer than we expected to get caught up. The 
state of Arkansas did not begin requiring birth or death certificates until 1914 = so it is 
almost impossible to find an official record prior to that date. We have to rely on tilings 
like obituaries and probate records. 


I checked the will records that we have on file for Arkansas County for the years around 
1898 but unfortunately, I was not able to locate anything on Mr. Walker. While Im sure 
there was a cemetery called Gillette Cemetery, it does not appear in any of our cemetery 
listings for the county, nor does he appear listed anywhere else.

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In 1900, Mattie Walker was 33 years old, widowed, and lived in Hampton, Iowa with her 2 sons 
and 2 daughters, Fannie, Netha, Leo, and Dale. Her widowed sister, Laura Alice Cunningham, 
and her 4 children, Mae Ester, Emma Lurilla, Earl, and Hazel Cunningham, lived with them. 
Laura's husband, William Cunningham, had committed suicide in Rushville, Nebraska Feb. 24, 
1900. He suffered from epilepsy. Laura Alice married Franklin E. Richards Dec. 22, 1904 at 
McCook. Laura Alice died April 2, 1907 at McCook, NE. age 43. 

1902 July 28 at age 36 Mattie married Curtis L. Emmons in Minneapolis, MN. 

and they lived in Hampton, Iowa. From the little I can find for Curtis, he was living in Hampton 

when they married. No documentation. 

By 1910, Mattie Emmons was 42 years old, divorced from Curtis Emmons, and lived in 
Hampton, Iowa with Netha, Leil and Dale. Her oldest daughter, Fannie Fern, had married Kyle C. 
Fowler Nov. 16, 1907 and a second marriage license for the couple was taken out 31 Aug. 1929. 
So either they married twice or the first marriage never happened. Netha, Leo and Dale were 
still living with Mattie. Mattie was a sales lady at a general store. Leo and Dale were doing odd 
jobs. 

1912, Nov 25 Mattie married David Earl Spitler in Des Moines, IA. Mattie's birth date changes 
from census to census and husband to husband. I don't know how she explained the children. 
She said she was 33. She was 46. David was 30. 

She and David lived in Alden, Iowa until August 1921. Mattie was in poor health and went to 
Hampton to stay with Netha but her health didn't improve. She died Thursday, November 10, 
1921 at Netha's home in Hampton. She was 55 years old. 

She was preceded in death by her parents, Alonzo M. Bailey and Esther Prescott Bailey, half brother, Frank, 
sisters Frances, Laura and Emily. She is survived by children Leil Walker, Fanny Walker Fowler, Dale B. 
Walker, Neitha Walker Wolfe, sisters Mrs. Stella (Tom) Foughty, Mrs. Jennie (Charles) Barrett, and brothers 
Frank, Theodore, and George Bailey. Services were held from the Baptist church by Rev. Wm. Welsh on 
Sunday afternoon.
